NEARLY DOUBLES RECORD.” 


thing about the stock market, but I do 
read the papers. And I paid attention 
in social studies class back in grade 
school. So when the papers pointed 
out that the 508-point crash of October 19, 1987, saw the 
market drop nearly twice as much as in the pre-Great 
Depression Black Friday crash of October 28, 1929, (22.6 
percent vs. 12.8 percent), I knew something was 
happening. 

I thanked my good fortune that I had no money 
invested in the stock market, and I thought about people 
who did, People who were losing a lot of money. 

I thought it would be an appropriate time to check in 
with Paul Ellering, Jim Cornette, and J.J. Dillon. 

® 

“The first thing you have to understand about the 
stock market,’ Paul Ellering told me via telephone from 
Japan, “‘is that nobody ever loses money—or makes 
money, for that matter—until they actually sell their 
stock. Say you buy a stock at 100 points. That’s $100 per 
share. Okay, the stock goes up to 150 points. If you sell it 
at 150, you make $50 profit per share. But if you don’t 
sell, you haven’t made any 
money. The stock could still go 
up or down. It’s a question of 
where it is when you decide to 
sell that makes you money or 
loses you money. 

» “Now what happened on 

Monday [the 508-point crash] 
was that everybody panicked,” 
Ellering continued. ‘‘People saw 

Pa the market, which was too high 
Paul Ellering to begin with, starting to 
slide. Well, it had to slide sooner or later, it just kept 
going up and: up. But when it did start sliding, people 
panicked and sold. And sold. And sold. And before you 
knew it, the market was down over 500 points.” 

I asked Ellering if he sold any of his reportedly exten- 
sive stock portfolio. 

“Minor portions, only because they were tied in with a 
computer selling program,’’ Ellering said. ‘‘But 85 percent 
of my portfolio remained untouched. And, like I ex- 
plained earlier, if I don’t sell those stocks at lower prices, 
I haven’t lost anything, You'll also notice that in the two 
days following the crash, the market bounced back over

Now I don’t pretend to know any- with

300 points. I bought a few blue chips 
[the most preferred and valuable 
stocks] late Monday during the crash, 
and I made quite a bit of money back, 
I might add.” 
® 

‘So what? So the stock market 
crashed! Big deal!” 
Jim Cornette was in a happy mood 
for someone whose mother probably 
lost millions in a matter of hours. 
‘“Are you kidding? Back in 1929 

and 1930 and 1931, the Cornettes 
owned the street corners that the unwashed masses were 
standing on selling apples and pencils. We owned the trees 
the apples came from, and the steel mills that made the 
cups that held the pencils. If you talk to mama, which 
you won’t, because she doesn’t want to talk to you, she’ll 
tell you that her holdings are so vast and diverse, that 
nothing, and I mean nothing, can even make a dent in 
her fortune. Believe it, brother, that’s what’s made the 

Cornettes the strong family we are.” 
e 

‘I don’t want to get involved in explaining the details, 
but the stock issued by Tully Blanchard Enterprises is 
private stock, not listed on the exchanges, and not traded 
publicly.” 

J.J. Dillon was not speaking as analytically as Ellering 
or as flippantly as Cornette. He was happy, though. Very 
happy. 

“1 can tell you, however, that TBE does in fact have 
an extensive portfolio of holdings in the American ex- 
‘changes, as well as in the 
foreign markets. And what 
occurred on Monday was a 
boom for TBE and myself. 

“T’m not going to begin 
to attempt to explain to you 
all the intracies of margins 
and options, but let’s just 
say that in the stock market, 
it’s possible to capitalize on 
= the misfortune of others. 
J.J. Dillon The larger their misfortune, 
the greater the capitalization. Monday, October 19, 1987, 
was a red-letter day for me. I made a bundle.”

So 1 kept reading the papers and kept trying to learn 
and understand. The only conclusion I could come up 
with was: Yes, you can make a fortune in the stock 
market, whether it goes up or down. You can also lose a 
fortune. It’s a gamble, kind of like roulette; at best, an 
educated and calculated gamble like blackjack.

The loss ended the 
Harts’ title reign nine months and one 
day after they defeated The British 
Bulldogs in Tampa, Florida.

STRIKE FORCE 


Strike Force came out flying and put 
Brett Hart and Jim Neidhart at a 
disadvantage for most of the match. 
After five minutes, Martel appeared to 
have Neidhart in a rollup for the pin, 
but Neidhart managed to kick out. 
Martel took him down again for the 
pin, but Hart ran in to interfere. San- 
tana jumped in to take on Hart and 
even things up. Tito whipped Hart into 
the ropes and out of the ring, putting 
Strike Force in position to double-team 
Neidhart. They double-bodyslammed 
him before Martel forced Neidhart to 
submit with a Boston crab. 

Jimmy Hart, the outspoken man- 
ager of the Foundation, had no com- 
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ment on the loss but immediately de- 
manded a rematch. According to WWF 
sources, his wishes will be granted. 
This was Martel’s third WWF tag team 
championship; he won the title back in 
1980 with Tony Garea and then 
again in 1981. Santana held the WWF 
tag team title with Ivan Putski in 
1979. Strike Force was formed after 
Martel’s former teammate, Tom 
Zenk, \eft the WWF, which in tum 
caused the breakup of The Can-Am 
Connection. 

lronically, Martel lost his AWA World 
heavyweight championship to Stan 
Hansen back in 1985 when he sub- 
mitted to a Boston crab. 


KEVIN VON ERICH 


Kevin Von Erich regained the 
World Class heavyweight title from Al 
Perez on October 17 in The Cotton 
Bowl, but has been stripped of the belt 
by the WCCW Board of Directors (an 
action taken after this  issue’s 
“Hotseat’’ interview with Kevin was 
conducted), After viewing films of 
Kevin's victory, the Board decided that 
Kerry Von Erich illegally interfered 
to help his brother win the match. Ker-

These wres- 
tlers—with one exception—share 
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something in common. They all 
have been given the opportunity 
to defeat Hulk Hogan and capture 
the WWF title. In every case— 
except one—the wrestlers were 
offered several rematches against 
the WWF champ. 

The exception: Greg Valentine. 
That’s worth noting, because the 
WWF's reluctance to grant him a 
title shot may force him from the 
territory. Rumors that Valentine is 
heading for the NWA are ram- 
pant. Valentine remains mum on 
the topic and those closest to him 
won’t speculate, but his discon- 
tent is well known—and amplified, 
because Valentine and Dino Bra- 
vo aren't receiving many title 
shots against the WWF tag team 
champs, either! 

The question is: Why would the 
WWF allow one of its top grap- 
plers to slip between the cracks? 
Valentine is being courted like 
royalty by at least five different 
promoters. But at home he is be- 
ing treated like an unwanted child. 

According to a_ high-ranking 
WWF source, there are several 
reasons to explain Valentine’s fall 
from grace. None of them wash. 
“The WWE is so damn talent- 
rich,” | was told by one source, 
“that they could afford to lose Val- 
entine. He is easily replaced.” 

But Greg Valentine is 
irreplacable, especially in a feder-

ation that is overidden by high- 
priced, overrated talent. The 
WWF's willingness to discard a 
grappler of Valentine’s skills and 
tenacity is remarkable. The sky’s 
the limit for One Man Gang, Ted 
DiBiase, and Rick Rude—wres- 
tlers who arrive in clouds of thun- 
der, are summarily defeated by 
Hogan, and leave hundreds of 
thousands of dollars richer for the 
experience. All while Valentine is 
out in Peoria and Bangor wres- 
tling his heart out night after night. 

Greg Valentine is the backbone 
of a successful federation. Hard- 
working, consistent, never a prima 
donna, denying personal glory 
and rarely asking for anything in 
exchange, except an occasional 
title shot. If all it would take to 
appease Valentine is a few yearly 
stabs at Hogan, isn’t it worth it? 

“Valentine is primarily a tag 
team wrestler. We don’t want to 
change people’s perception of 
him,”’ said a WWF insider. What 
does that mean exactly? “We 
don't want to change people’s 
perception of him.” It wasn’t long 
ago that Valentine was a leading 
contender for the NWA World ti- 
tle. He’s a former U.S, champion, 
and held dozens of minor singles 
belts across the country. 

The truth is that Valentine is as 
capable a singles wrestler as 
most, and certainly is far superior 
to his former partner Brutus Beef- 
cake who, before turning good, 
enjoyed at least a dozen cracks at 
Hogan. My apologies for suggest- 
ing the WWF should rattle fan 
perceptions; they might be sur-

GANYRU ISLAND, JAPAN: Make that about 
1,000 feet above Ganyru Island, Japan, and about a 
quarter-mile to the east. The Japanese are famous 
for their innovative wrestling ideas, and one of the 
most unusual matches in the history of the sport 
took place on this deserted island in the Pacific just 
off the mainland. Antonio Inoki and Mr. Saito, the 
principles in some of the most successful cards ever 
held in Japan, this time decided to wage war in 
front of nobody, except a handful of reporters, pho- 
tographers, TV people, and Japanese wrestling offi- 
cials. I wasn’t among them, and that’s why this 
report is coming from above and east of Ganyru 
Island. I got here on October 3, one day before the 
match, only to find out that the boat had already 
left for the island and there was no way for me to 
get there. Well, I didn’t spend all this time in the 
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business just to be left behind after flying all the way 
from New York. I rented a helicopter (the pilot 
virtually scalped me, but that’s between this maga- 
zine and my expense account) and bought a good 
pair of binoculars and watched the match from high 
above the island. The match was supposed to start 
at sunrise but didn’t begin until 4 p.m., and that’s 
where I ran into trouble. The ’copter had to keep 
flying back to the mainland to refuel. Finally, Saito 
came out of his tent and walked to the ring, where 
he was attacked by Inoki. Let me tell you this, Inoki 
was a wildman. He just tore out of the jungle and 
he meant business. The whole match lasted a little 
over two hours and Inoki won it with a sleeperhold. 
Legend has it that the old Japanese samurai warriors 
used to fight to the death on this island, but I think 
Inoki and Saito rewrote the legend in this match. I 
just wish I could’ve seen it from solid ground. 


CHARLOTTE, NC: Hypocrisy, thy name is Na- 
tional Wrestling Alliance. Rules are rules, plain and 
simple, and there’s a reason why the 30-day rule was 
implemented: It makes sense. It’s there to prevent 
situations like what occurred in the AWA, where 
Curt Hennig refused to defend his World champion- 
ship for weeks and weeks on end. It’s to prevent a 
man from just holding a belt after winning it and 
making a sham out of the whole system. This is the 
rule: A champion must defend his title at least once 
every 30 days. That’s not asking for much. Even 
Hulk Hogan defends the WWF World title at least 
once a week or so. But here in the NWA, new 
World champion Ronnie Garvin, the so-called 
‘working man’s champ,”’ decided to take a 40-day 
vacation from title defenses, leading up to his clash 
with former champ Ric Flair at Starrcade. Here’s the 
explanation from Jim Crockett: ‘“The NWA Board 
of Directors ... felt that Garvin’s pre-[title] win 
match schedule, combined with his heavy schedule 
immediately after winning the title, and the fact he 
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wanted to do special training for Starrcade, war- 
ranted a granting of his request.’’ Well, those are the 
breaks. Did Garvin expect to have things easy after 
winning the belt? And was his pre-win match sched- 
ule any tougher than Flair’s defense schedule? And 
wouldn’t every wrestler love to go into special train- 
ing before a big match? This is ridiculous. Be a 
man, Garvin! Defend that belt. Prove that you’re a 
better man than Flair. Right now, you’re a notch 
below him. A big notch. 


LAS VEGAS, NV: Adrian Adonis makes me sick, 
and any red-blooded American male with any re- 
spect for himself should feel the same way. If there’s

got muscle tone. Adonis once had the tools to be- 
come a great star, and he wasn’t in bad shape. Quite 
obviously, he couldn’t keep his face out of the re- 
frigerator, and now his tremendous athletic skills 
have been rendered practically useless. What hap- 
pened to Adonis shouldn’t happen to anyone. Lose 
some weight, Adrian, or else theyll soon roll you 
out of the ring and right into your grave. 


DALLAS, TX: Back in Von Erich country for the 
big show at The Cotton Bowl. This place is huge 
and was meant for football, not wrestling. Wrestling 
was meant for dirty, little smoke-filled arenas with 
glaring lights over the ring and the fans practically 
right on top of the wrestlers as they walk in from 
the dressing room. World Class has that in the 
Sportatorium, a ragged old building with tremendous 
charm, but they insist on seeing 5,000 fans and 
67,000 empty seats in a 72,000-seat stadium. It looks 
ridiculous and it is ridiculous. By any measure, 5,000 
fans isn’t bad for a World Class show, but this place 
makes it look bad. Besides, this was a good show— 
not a great show, but certainly interesting. Kevin 
Von Erich finally regained the World Class heavy- 
weight title from Al Perez, which came as a big 
surprise to me because I thought Perez was only 
going to improve the longer he held the belt. Any- 
way, he might still have it. Fritz and Kerry Von 
Erich were at ringside for Kevin and got into a little 
scuffle with Gary Hart and Brian Adias, who were 
there for Perez. Perez stuck his head through the 
ropes to help Hart, but Kerry landed a solid punch 
from the ring floor. Kevin then took advantage of 
this by delivering a flying bodypress for the win. 
Hart is protesting the match and I can’t see how he 
won’t win it. The other big event on the card was 
Kerry’s public sparring session/workout with three 
Opponents. I won’t say much about this, but Kerry 
didn’t seem to be in the best shape as he made his 
way back to the dressing room afterward. I have a 
feeling this comeback will be short-lived. In reality, 
he probably shouldn’t be coming back at all. ©

OMEDAY STILL HASN'T arrived 
for Sting, but it’s coming up fast. 
The days of succumbing to Eddie 
Gilbert’s. managerial influence are 
long gone. He has since dissolved 
himself of a partnership with Rick 
Steiner that retarded his singles de- 
velopment at a crucial point in his 
career.

But the date June 20, 1987, still 
lives with Sting, a nagging reminder 
that he still isn’t there yet. On that 
day, Sting lost to Black Bart in the 
opening round of the Western States 
title tournament in Houston, Texas. 
“I still can’t believe | lost to Bart,” 
says Sting, angry about his showing 
in the tournament, “and | wouldn’t 
have lost if not for Skandor Akbar 
interfering. | shouldn’t have let him 
bother me. It was just ...” 

A rookie’s mistake. And that’s es- 
pecially bothersome to Sting, be- 
cause he isn’t a rookie anymore. He 
allowed himself to get distracted by 
Akbar. As a result, he was pinned by 
Bart at the seven-minute mark. And 
so the night Sting reserved for the 
winning of his first-ever singles title 
became a night of bitter disappoint- 
ment. “People say forget about it, 
but I'll never forget,” he says. “And 
because I'll never forget, it'll never 
happen again.” 
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Gilbert as his manager. 


That Western States tournament 
loss was one of very few blemishes 
in Sting’s sophomore season. Anoth- 
er came in August when Sting was 
scheduled to wrestle Gilbert for the 
UWF TV title. On his way to the 
ring, Sting was sneak-attacked by 


Terry Taylor and could not wrestle 
because of the injuries he sustained. 
Sting returned to the dressing room 
a broken man, but returned later in 
the evening and helped Shane 
Douglas win the belt from Gilbert. 

Aside from the two incidents not- 


ed above, Sting made the 11,392 fans 
who voted him second runner-up 
for Rookie of the Year in 1986 look 
very smart. 

Now, with the two toughest years 
of a wrestler’s career behind him— 
the rookie season because of new- 


ness and inexperience, and the 
sophomore season because a wres- 
tler is known and must expand on 
his repertoire—Sting is ready to es- 
tablish himself as the dominant sin- 
gles star in the UWF. 

“And I’ve got a plan,” he revealed

with a knowing smile. 

That plan includes an increasing 
number of shots at Lex Luger’s U.S. 
title (comparisons between Luger 
and Sting are obvious: They have 
similar styles, physiques, and abilities 
to overpower opponents), stripping 
Terry Taylor of the UWF TV title, and 
eventually challenging UWF heavy- 
weight champion Steve Williams. 
“That's the ultimate goal,” says Sting, 
“and it'll come in time. | guarantee 
you.” 

The plan, however, does not in- 
clude a renewed alliance with Eddie 
Gilbert. Wrestling experts insist Sting 
wasted his rookie year by joining 
with Gilbert, conveniently forgetting 
that Sting and Gilbert held the UWF 
tag belts for more than two months 
before losing them to The Fantastics. 
While still under the influence of 
Gilbert, Sting held the belts with 
Rick Steiner in early 1987. But there 
was only so much Sting could gain 
by staying with Gilbert, who finally 
wore out his worth. 

“The man is nothing but a dirty 
low-down user,” said Sting, who 
watched for over a year while Gil- 
bert used his wrestlers to win the 
love of Missy Hyatt. “For a while 
there, | thought he could help me. 
And for a while, he did. But then it 
got to be ridiculous. | started to real- 
ize that Gilbert would never let his 
wrestlers get anything more than he 
had, and | know I’m better than 
that. Don’t even try to put me on 
the same level as Eddie Gilbert.” 

No, Sting is a vastly superior wres- 
tler. Unfortunately, his most glaring 
weakness as a rookie, his lack of 
scientific ability, still haunts him. To 
his credit, though, improving his sci- 
entific skills is part of Sting’s master 
plan. “That's where Gilbert hurt me 
the worst,” he says. “I have all the 
raw tools, | know I’m one of the 
most powerful men in wrestling, but 
Gilbert never tried to teach me how 
to wrestle.”

NWA World title reign came to a 
very ceremonious end in the very 
unceremonious city of 
Misenheimer, North Carolina, after 
four months and three days. Inside 
and outside the ring, the Rock 'n’ 
Rolls got their butts kicked that 
evening. Afterward in the dressing 
room, Morton and Gibson knew it. 
“| didn’t see them coming, and 
by the time they got to me it was 
too late,’’ said Morton of Jim Corn- 
ette and The Midnight Express’ 
sneak-attack prior to the match. 
‘| was all by myself, and at one 
time | tried to make the tag, out of 
instinct, but nobody was there,” 
said Gibson of the match itself. 
“You can’t go into the ring two-on- 
one against Blanchard and Ander- 
son and expect to walk out okay. 
When Ricky came out of the dress- 
ing room, | didn’t want to tag out, 
but eventually | had no choice. But 
then | had to throw in the towel. It 


‘was the right thing to do. My man 


here was getting killed.” 

The words of resignation came 
easily—perhaps too easily—for a 
team that has been at the top so 
long and so often. Whatever the 
circumstances, Gibson __ literally 
throwing in the towel was a shock, 
especially with the World belts on 
the line. Even Morton couldn’t be- 
lieve what he was seeing; he want- 
ed to go on, despite the punish- 
ment. But perhaps Gibson had 
realized an awful truth: 

It's all over for The Rock ’n’ Roll 
Express. The time has come for 
Morton and Gibson, one of the 
most popular teams in the world, to 
go their separate ways. 

The editors of /nside Wrestling 
hate to say ‘‘we told you so,’’ but 
we did tell Morton and Gibson what 
was in store for them. In last 
month’s issue, we warned the Rock 
‘n’ Rolls: “You Can’t Take On The

N THE SUMMER it seemed that 

Kevin Von Erich was having more 
than even a Von Erich’s share of bad 
luck. Nagging shoulder injuries and a 
feud with former friend Brian Adias 
culminated in his forfeit of the World 
Class heavyweight title to Al Perez af- 
ler the WCCW held him out of a 
scheduled August 21 match. ; 

But now Kevin is back on top. On 
October 17 in The Cotton Bowl, he 
regained the World Class title from Pe- 
rez in a wild no-holds-barred match. 

That same night saw the successful 
return to the ring of Kerry Von Erich, 
who sparred three two-minute rounds 
with Matt Borne, Frankie Lancaster, 
and Killer Brooks. But Kerry’s real re- 
turn came during Kevin's title match, 
when. ringsiders Kerry and father Fritz 
mixed it up with Gary Hart and Brian 
Adias. 

Some 20 minutes into the match, 
Fritz and Hart began going at it out- 
side the ring. Perez had leaned over to 
lend aid to his manager when he was 
caught by a discus punch from Kerry 
Von Erich. Kevin then used a flying 
bodypress to pin a groggy Perez and 
retake the title he held for much of 
1987. 

But Kevin’s grip on the belt is not i 
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firm. An irate Hart immediately ap- 
pealed the title change to the World 
Class championship committee. A deci- 
sion was expected any day as Inside 
Wrestling Assistant Editor Gian Trotta 
wrapped up a swing through the heart 
of Texas by talking to Von Erich 
about past and future triumphs and 
defeats at the Von Erich ranch in 
Denton.

Q: Well, Kevin, it’s certainly been one 
red-letter month, with you recap- 
turing the title and Kerry’s success- 
ful return. Have things worked out 
as well as you thought they would? 

A: As well, if not better. We've really 
just recaptured what we've had be- 


fore, me the title and Kerry his 
career. Both shouldn’t have been 
lost in the first place. But Kerry’s 
accident was just that: an accident. 
And what happened to me when I 
was stripped of the title was an 
injustice. Both are going to happen 
in this life, and a person should be 
ready for both. But both can be 
overcome with hard work and ded- 
ication. We never lose anything 
that we can’t recover. And I see 
only good things ahead. 


: That’s spoken like a true Von 


Erich. But, while I hate to point it 
out, Kerry’s comeback is far from 
complete, and your hold on the 
title is less than rock-solid. Three 
two-minute sparring _ sessions 
doesn’t equal a match, and Gary 
Hart has filed an appeal with 
World Class officials to once again 
strip you of the title because of 
outside interference by Kerry. 
Could you address both these 
possibilities? 


: The appeal is out of my hands, so 


I’m not worried about it. But re- 
member, the referee who let the 
title change stand obviously had a 
good reason, and it’s going to take 
some doing to reverse it. Gary 
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Having Kerry in my corner 
is a big asset. I can keep my

interference. 
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Hart had already started mixing 
things up with my father when Pe- 
rez leaned out to get in a cheap 
shot and ran right into Kerry’s fist. 
All this action took place outside 
the ring where the title match itself 
was taking place. It’s not as if Ker- 
ry jumped into the ring to inter- 
fere. Perez made the first move 
outside the ring, and I hope the 
officials remember that. And I 
think the fact that I was wrongly 
stripped of the title back in August 
will also carry some weight with 
the officials. To a certain degree, 
it’s politics, but I think I’ve got a 
good case this time around. So I’m 
not worried about the decision. 
Even if they strip me of the title, 
Perez will always haye to give me 
another title shot. 


: And as for Kerry’s comeback? 
: Kerry is another story. He’s kept in 


control throughout his whole long 


rehabilitation process, and never 
for a second thought that he’d not 
return to the ring, despite what all 
the doctors said. And that’s why 
he’s back. Make no mistake about 
it, his injury was serious, but Kerry 
didn’t just get out of a hospital 
bed and jump in the ring. Nobody 
saw the extra operations to rebuild 
his ankle, and all the therapy and 
swimming he had to do as a part 
of the rehabilitation process. I’m 
not saying the doctors and thera- 
pists and the rest of the family 
haven’t been great—they have— 
but Kerry’s attitude has made evy- 
eryone’s job a lot easier. I have less 
worries about Kerry than I do 
about holding on to the title. 


: That brings up an interesting point. 


Should things continue on their 
present course, would you wrestle 
Kerry for the title? 


: (laughs) You know, I'm so glad 


that that’s a problem. Compared 
to the problems we’ve had in the 
past, that kind of worry is almost a 
pleasure! 


: Okay, then let’s explore another 


possibility. Let’s say that you lose 
the title, either through defeat in 
the ring or another official decision 
reversal. Would you step aside to 
leave Kerry a title shot? 


: (pauses) Well, that certainly is a

possibility. But Kerry and I have 
always been close, and any of our 
actions will always take the other 
into consideration. Kerry faces a 
big task to re-establish himself in 
the ratings, and I plan to help him 
every step of the way. 


: That’s not to deny that Kerry’s be- 


ing back has been a big shot in the 
arm to you. In fact, you seem like 
another wrestler in the ring since 
he’s been back. It must be a relief 
to have him in your corner. 


: That’s no understatement! Having 


Kerry in my corner is a big asset. 
This way, I can keep my mind 
more on the match at hand and 
worry less about outside interfer- 
ence. God knows, there’s been 
enough of that in the last few 
months ... R 

. on both sides. Not to beat a 
dead horse, but both Kerry and 
your father have been mixing it up 
outside the ring on your behalf.

: That’s something you should ask 


Al Perez. Or Gary Hart. But most 
of all, go ask Brian Adias.

of his almost ended my career and 
cost me a title. I have no regrets 
about breaking the thumb that al- 
most crippled me—it meant that I 
could breathe easier for a few 
weeks.

: But Adias’ thumb should be healed 


by the time he faces Kerry at your 
big Thanksgiving card. Do you 
worry about history repeating 
itself? 


: It won't.

And we will no longer allow him 
to hurt us. Kerry’s worked too 
hard to come back to lose it all on

AWA World tag team title and the 
celebration was in full-force in their 
dressing room at Memphis’ Mid-South 
Coliseum. Having won their first 
World championship, Lawler and 
Dundee were in a mood to party the 
night away. 

Then, an uninvited guest walked 
through the door. 

“Hey, what the heck are you doing 
in here you little pipsqueek!”’ Lawler 
screamed. It was Paul E. Dangerously, 
manager of Randy Rose and Dennis 
Condrey, the ‘‘Original’’ Midnight Ex- 
press. But, more important, Danger- 
ously is an archenemy of Lawler’s and 
Dundee’s from when Dangerously did 
his dirty work (which included shaving 
Lawler’s head nearly bald) in the Mid- 
Southern area. “‘Get your butt out of 
here before we kick it out for you,” 
warned Dundee. 

Dangerously was unfazed, either too 
stupid to realize that he was in danger 
of getting his face turned inside out or 
too arrogant to acknowledge his fear. 


You might have thought it was over, but Paul E. 
Dangerously’s feud with Jerry Lawler and Bill Dundee is 
as hot as ever. And now the manager of the original 


Midnight Express is ready to strip his archrivals of the 
AWA World tag team belts! 


“Hey, cool it guys,” said Danger- 
ously. By now, Lawler and Dundee 
were being held back by the other 
wrestlers. “‘I just wanted to be the first 
man to congratulate Jerry Lawler and 
Bill Dundee for winning the World 
championship. This was a tremendous 
achievement, boys, and you should be 
proud of yourselves. Just enjoy it while 
it lasts. Bye, now!” 

Dangerously walked out of the 
dressing room, but the party didn’t 
continue. Everybody on hand knew 
that Dangerously hadn’t really come 
by to congratulate the new champions. 
This was a good ol’ fashion psych job, 
pure Dangerously in every way. For 
the rest of the evening, the only thing 
on Lawler’s mind was something Dan- 
gerously said after the famous Lawler 
and Dundee vs. Tommy Rich and 
Austin Idol scaffold match on June 15 
in this very same arena: “J’ve got the 
money and I’ve got the power to put 
those two jerks out of wrestling 
forever.” 

Four months later, that glorious eve- 
ning in mid-June seemed like yesterday 
to Lawler. The scaffold match turned 
out to be the end to a vicious feud that 
started in January when Idol and Rich 
combined to inflict a severe groin inju- 
ry on Lawler. The feud continued

through countless injuries, controver- 
sies, and AWA Southern title changes. 
Along the way, Bam Bam Bigelow and 
Dundee got involved on Lawler’s be- 
half. But from the start, Lawler’s main 
target was Dangerously. 

Lawler and Dundee got revenge in 
that scaffold match. After Dundee 
knocked Rich off the 26-foot high

scaffold for the win, Dangerously 
climbed up one side and was met at 
the top by his two adversaries. He 
managed to get away and scurry down 
the other side, but halfway down, 
Dangerously was pushed off and suf- 
fered a broken leg. Lawler and Dundee 
weren’t finished. Idol and Rich left 
Dangerously behind while Lawler de- 
livered a punishing piledriver. Then 
Dundee and Lawler, each holding one 
of Dangerously’s legs, smashed his 
groin into the ringposts. 

It looked like the feud would heat 
up even more after that match, but 
Rich decided to sign with the AWA 
and Austin Idol left the Mid-Southern 
area. Dangerously also ended up in the 
AWA, but not with Rich; their break- 
up occurred the moment Rich turned 
his back on Dangerously in Memphis. 
All this time, Dangerously never forgot 
what Lawler and Dundee had done to 
him. 

“That’s why I wanted Lawler and 
Dundee to win the belts,’’ said Danger- 
ously, ““because now I’m in a position 
to get revenge. There was no way I 
was gonna get to them when they were 
down in Memphis, but now they have 
no choice because we’re the top con- 
tenders to the AWA belts. The “‘Origi- 


nal’? Midnight Express is gonna do for 
me what Rich and Idol didn’t have the 
guts to do. I plan on humiliating 
Lawler and Dundee. Forever,”’ 

Lawler and Dundee obviously realize 
the difficult task that awaits them. 
Lawler, the AWA Southern champion, 
and Dundee, the. AWA International 
champion, both gave up their singles 
titles so they can defend the World 
belts. “I’m a firm believer that you 
can’t do two things at once if you 
want to do things right,” said Lawler. 
“Pye never had a world title, and I 
plan on keeping this one.” 

The news that Lawler and Dundee 
gave up their singles belts amused Dan- 
gerously. ‘‘That’s just great,’’ he said, 
nearly unable to control his laughter. 
“They’re playing right into my hands. 
Lawler and Dundee give up the singles 
belts on their own, then get the tag 
belts taken away by Paul E. Danger- 
ously and company. Let me tell you 
something, I always do what I say I’m 
gonna do, and very soon Lawler and 
Dundee will have nothing. Except a lot 
of bruises and a couple of broken 
bones.” 

Condrey is intent on making his 
manager’s words come true. “I owe a 
lot to Paul, and now I’m gonna pay 
him back,” said Condrey. “I’ve seen 
tapes of the scaffold match and some 
of the things that happened before it, 
and I didn’t like it one bit. Lawler and 
Dundee had better brace themselves, 
because they don’t know what they’re 
in for.” 

Lawler, however, is well aware of 
what he’s in for. He saw how Danger- 
ously operated in Memphis and knows 
that he’s battling for more than the 
title. “The King of Wrestling’’ is back 
in a position where he must fight for 
his life. 

“J missed a lot of time because of 
injuries inflicted by Dangerously’s 
boys,”’ said Lawler, ‘‘and I’d be a fool 
if I said that he didn’t get the best of 
me a few times. But remember what I 
said after that scaffold match? I vowed 
that Dangerously would have both legs 
broken by the time me and Bill are 
through with him. By my counting, we 
still have one leg to go.” O

VEN THE MOST gentle person 

can be pushed only so far. After a 
while he’s going to say, “Enough!” 
and start fighting back. On October 
20, 1987, in Shelby, South Carolina, 
Mighty Wilbur said “Enough!” 

Wilbur, a good ol’ country boy with 
aspirations in professional wrestling, 
was introduced to manager Paul Jones 
by Red Bastien; Wilbur didn’t know 
what he was getting into. Wilbur want- 
ed to wrestle, but he also wanted to do 
things by the book. He wanted to have 
fun and make friends. Jones had other 
ideas. 

Jones, the nefarious manager of 
Ivan Koloff, Teijho Khan, and The 
Warlord, wanted Wilbur to attack his 
opponents after winning his matches;

shot, but he’s not sure that Jimmy would want one. 


RG: Hell, yeah! All the cliches are 
true. Despite what fans read 
about the life of a professional 
wrestler, it’s not one thrill after 
another.

Undoubtedly, Dangerously was 
the impetus behind this wild feud. 
He was the man who incited the 
fans to near-riot, but he was also 
the man who brought the fans 
into the building in the first place. 
Since the end of that feud, attend- 
ance figures in Memphis have 
been significantly down. Not coin- 
cidentally, the AWA has been 
much more interesting since Dan- 
gerously arrived on the scene. 

Love him or hate him, there’s 
no doubting Dangerously’s appeal 
as a colorful sports figure. He’s 
the new version of the old Roddy 
Piper: obnoxious, outspoken, ab- 
solutely outrageous. By all ap- 
pearances, he is an ordinary man, 
but his style, his voice, everything 
about him rubs fans and oppo- 
nents the wrong way. Dangerous- 
ly is a wimp with a big mouth, the 
kind of guy who constantly got his 
lunch money stolen in school and 
is now getting revenge. 

But the wimp, you see, is 
smarter than everybody else. 

“That’s right, and I’m about to 
turn this place upside down,”’ said 
Dangerously after the AWA an- 
nounced that his ‘Original’? Mid- 
night Express of Randy Rose and 
Dennis Condrey had been grant- 
ed a series of matches against 
AWA World tag champs Jerry 
Lawler and Bill Dundee. 

“I’ve wanted to get back at 
Lawler and Dundee ever since 
last year, when those cowards 
Idol and Rich turned their backs 
on me, and I’m not gonna let this 
opportunity pass.” 

Certainly, Dangerously couldn't 
have planned it any better. This is 
his chance to kill two birds with 
one stone: win his first World 
championship as a manager and 
get revenge on Lawler and Dun- 
dee. It’s also his chance to break 
into the national spotlight. In the 
Mid-Southern area, Dangerously 
was only seen by a limited audi- 
ence. The AWA, however, ap-

pears weekly on ESPN, making 
him visible to an entire nation of 
wrestling fans. 

When you really think about it, 
a manager has as much ability as 
a wrestler to bring an area nation- 
al attention. Jim Cornette and J.J. 
Dillon are big reasons why people 
hate (or love) the NWA’s Midnight 
Express and The Four Horsemen. 
How many WWF figures in history 
are more famous than Capt. Lou 
Albano or more hated than Bobby 
Heenan? Will wrestling fans of the 
1970s ever forget the WWF's trio 
of rulebreaking managers, Albano, 
The Grand Wizard, and Fred 
Blassie? These people are as 
famous as Hulk Hogan, Bruno 
Sammartino, and Ric Flair. 

An obnoxious manager fills 
seats. The fans want to go to the 
matches because they want to 
see Dangerously get embar- 
rassed. They'll watch him on TV 
because they hate him so much. 
In wrestling, or in any sport for 
that matter, a manager or wrestler 
wants to be loved or hated, but 
not in between. Indifferent feelings 
mean indifferent crowds. The only 
thing worse than losing is break- 
ing even. 

Dangerously doesn’t break 
even. He wins or he loses, and 


he always takes chances. ‘The 
people hate me, but that’s okay, 
because | hate them, too,’ he 
says. “One of the greatest mo- 
ments of my life was that steel 
cage match against Lawler in 
Memphis. | had those people try- 
ing to climb over the cage, they 
were so intent on getting at me. 
The security guards had to escort 
us back to the dressing room. | 
create excitement, baby, and 
whether they love me or hate me, 
they’re always jumping out of their 
seats when I’m around. 

“Well, let me tell you some- 
thing, the AWA had better in- 
crease its security in its arenas 
because those fans aren’t gonna 
like me any better in a little while, 
when my men have those tag 
belts strapped around _ their 
waists,’ he threatened. ‘‘When 
I’m on top, | like to let everybody 
know it. When | get my final re- 
venge on Lawler and Dundee, the 
whole world is gonna know about 
what | did. And you know what 
else I’m gonna do? I’m gonna 
make the AWA the hottest damn 
federation in the entire world.” 

Perhaps that’s stretching things 
a bit. But Dangerously is more 
than capable of pulling off a few 
surprises. O

Eaton would enter the fray, but 
being World champions makes a 
team fair game for everybody. The 
Rock 'n’ Rolls should have realized 
that trouble was brewing when Mor- 
ton slapped Cornette during a 
prematch interview that evening in 
Misenheimer. Cornette claimed that 
the Midnights deserved a title shot 
against the Rock 'n’ Rolls, and 
Morton informed the verbose man- 
ager that they’re welcome to a 
match anytime they wanted. So 
Cornette took his slap in the face 
and gained revenge later. 

- The prematch attack by Cornette 
and the Midnights was swift and 
sudden. Cornette. smashed Morton 
on the right shoulder with his ten- 
nis racket; Lane and Eaton concen- 
trated on the same area with a 
chair. Finally, Nikita Koloff, Dusty 
Rhodes, and Barry Windham ran 
out of the dressing room to help 
Morton, but by then it was too late; 
and Gibson was out of control. 

Instead of escorting his partner 
back to the dressing room, or ask- 
ing NWA promoter Jim Crockett for 
a delay before the start of the 
match, Gibson ran into the ring 
and took on the waiting Anderson 
and Blanchard by himself. It was a 
stupid, thoughtless move. In reality, 
Gibson—not Cornette and the Mid- 
nights, and not the double-teaming 
of Tully and Arn—cost the Rock 'n’ 
Rolls the title. Gibson was over- 
matched by the Horsemen. He 
made another stupid mistake later 
by tagging Morton. 

The Rock 'n’ Rolls have become 
careless and far too bold. They 
overestimated their own abilities. 
Gibson let his emotions get the 
best of him. And Morton might 
have thought he was gallant by re- 
turning to the ring, but there’s a 
very thin line between bravery and 
stupidity. 

“Gibson knows that Morton is 
considered the better of the two 
and he might have seen the oppor- 


a 


tunity to prove himself,’’ said veter- 
an columnist Matt Brock. ‘‘Unfortu- 
nately, he picked a very poor time 
to do this. Besides, you can’t have 
a situation in a tag team where one 
man isn’t satisfied with his role. It 
looks like we have a classic case of 
a tag team wearing itself out. They 
don’t work well together anymore, 
and | don’t think they'll ever regain 
the title.”’ 

The time has come for a split. 
Morton’s desire for a singles title is 
well-known, and he certainly has 
the ability to get the job done. He 
took former NWA World champion 
Ric Flair to the limit on several oc- 
casions prior to and during the 
1986 Great American Bash series. 
He came very close to winning the 
NWA TV belt from former champi- 
on Tully Blanchard. He desperately 
wants a series of matches against 
U.S. champion Lex Luger. Gibson 
has shown little inclination to wres- 
tle as a solo, and losing Morton 
would be a serious blow at first. 
But it also might force him to im- 
prove his singles skills and eventu-

ally put him in the title picture. 
At the Thanksgiving Starrcade 


show, the Rock ’n’ Rolls were 
scheduled to meet The Midnight 
Express for the U.S. tag belts.

has wimped out. It’s a great mistake 
when a wrestler allows the crowd to 
influence him. 

I don’t know why this has hap- 
pened, but all Ican say is he’s letting 
the fans get to him. I think that could 
be positive or it could be negative—it 
depends on how “The Macho Man” 
handles it. Let me put it this way: 
We're right in the middle of the World 
Series and the fans have been a defi- 
nite plus for the Minnesota Twins, but 
I don’t think wrestling and baseball go 
hand-in-hand. 

Some wrestlers thrive on the fans’ 
hatred. I know I did. I performed bet- 
ter when there were those infamous 
yells of. ‘Jesse sucks!’ I remember 
many times in the St. Paul Auditorium 
when there were 19,000 fans in unison 
shouting ‘Jesse sucks!”” and that in- 
spired me that much more. Now the 
key for “The Macho Man” is if he 
listens to the fans, he has to get inspi- 
ration from them. Otherwise, he’s just 
wasting his time. 

In the situation on Saturday Night's 
Main Event with what happened with 
him, Honky Tonk Man, and The Hart 
Foundation, someone had to save Sav- 
age. I mean, Elizabeth wasn’t going to 
get involved—she couldn’t do it—but 
her running back and getting Hogan is 
very interesting. 

It seems like that’s the way Hogan 
always does it. You know, Hogan al- 
ways seems to eliminate his contenders 
by befriending them, such as Paul 
Orndorff and now ‘The Macho 
Man.” It seems like every time Hogan 
runs into someone who’s capable of 
taking the title from him, the way he 
saves his title is by becoming their 
friend. 

I think he’s trusting people a little 
bit too quickly. Savage was bitter ene- 
mies with Hogan and he came very 
close to winning the title from him. In 
fact, I think right now, Savage is at 
the top of his game and could’ve beat- 
en Hogan. We all saw how close An- 
dre the Giant came to beating Hogan, 
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sold his interests in 1964. Each issue contains 
an exciting wrestling section, crampacked with 
thrilling photos and award-winning stories.

and Savage is, right now, a much bet- 
ter wrestler than Andre. 

Hogan eventually splits with every 
friend he makes. It’s a way to get 
them off his tail when they’re chasing 
after the belt and it’s also a mind game 
when he casts them aside. The fans 
love to cheer Hogan, but they’re stu- 
pid. Hogan is very smart. He’s a devi- 
ous champ and he manipulates his op- 
ponents and the fans. Hulk Hogan 
does what’s best for Hulk Hogan, and 
“The Macho Man’’ should definitely 
keep that in mind, 

When J was still wrestling a couple 
of years back, I thought about taking 
Savage on as a tag team partner. I 
thought that a Savage-Ventura tag 
team would’ve been awesome, with 
our two different wrestling styles. It 
would’ve been much the same as when 
I teamed up with Adrian Adonis. We 
had two different styles, and lots of 
times two different styles works very 
well in tag teams. 

In the case of ‘The Macho Man,” 
he has such unbelievable aerial tactics, 
I was very impressed. I’ve never seen a 
man use the aerial moves any better 
than ‘‘The Macho Man”’ in all the 
years I’ve been watching wrestling. 
That’s why I saw him as a tremendous 
competitor. He’s a tremendous raw 
talent. 

“The Macho Man’’ hasn’t asked 
me—which is a shame, because I could 
save him from a lot of trouble—but I 
would ‘tell him to put the fans out of

his mind when he’s wrestling. When 
you see me now, I come into these 
arenas and the fans stand up and cheer 
me, too. But it doesn’t affect my an- 
nouncing at all. In a way, me and 
“*The Macho Man’’ have gone through 
the same things, because we were both 
hated and now we're both being 
cheered. 

I’ve seen Savage wrestle a couple of 
times since the fans started cheering 
him, and I’m definitely concerned. He 
looks confused, and he’s not using the 
same moves he used to. He always had 
that great killer instinct—I’ll never for- 
get what he did to Rick Steamboat— 
and went right after an opponent from 
the start. But now he’s changed. He 
sits back and tries to mount a late 
rally. Being tentative will get him no- 
where fast. 

Savage just has to go out there and 
wrestle his style, the style that took 
him to the top. If he starts laying 
back, waiting for these fans to cheer 
for him, and if it takes the fans to get 
him up and get his adrenaline flowing, 
get him peaked for a match, Randy 
Savage is in big trouble. 

That would be a terrible waste of 
talent. O

prised and wind up with a new 
champion. 

Which leads us to the most in- 
defensible defense, offered by yet 
another ranking “source,” in the 
WWF: “Valentine is too small for 
Hogan. A match between them 
wouldn’t be competitive.” It is not 
entirely true to say Valentine has 
never received a title shot against 
Hogan. Over the years he has 
had several. And on one of those 
rare nights, recalls my colleague 
Matt Brock, fans in attendance 
witnessed the collapse of Hulk 
Hogan. 

“This match never received the 
publicity it should have,” Brock 
says. “It was treated as just an- 
other victory for Hogan, like all the 
rest, when in fact he came as 
close as I’ve ever seen him come 
to losing. 

“Early in the match, Valentine 
opened Hogan’s head with an el- 
bowsmash and Hogan was never 
able to recover. No one except 
the people sitting at ringside could 
tell how dazed Hogan really was, 
and they were shocked. The feel- 
ing was that the title was going to 
change hands. Right there, in 
front of a small crowd, a ‘mean-

ingless title defense’ was about to 
make big news. 

“But face it, Hogan’s tenure is 
a charmed one. After dishing out 
unbelievable punishment for an- 
other 10 minutes, Valentine 
mounted the top rope to deliver 
an atomic skullcrusher. Hogan ac- 
cidentally slipped out of the way. 
Valentine crashed in a heap and 
Hogan pinned him. 

“Everyone there that night 
won't forget how close the match 
was. That’s why all this talk about 
Valentine being overmatched is ri- 
diculous. I’m not saying he’d beat 
Hogan. But he has as good a 
shot as any, and better than 
most.” 

Based on Brock’s eyewitness 
account, one might believe that 
Hogan is frightened of Valentine. 
Perhaps the champ is behind the 
move to exile Valentine. Whatever 
the reason, it would be a fortu- 
itous set of circumstances that 
gets Greg Valentine the hell out of 
the WWF. There are plenty of oth- 
er federations that appreciate 
competence and consistency, re- 
gardiess of one’s rulebreaking 
tendencies. Should Valentine stay 
any longer, he may be tempted to 
discard the style that has brought 
him success. He might change to 
accommodate the promoters. 

Better he should retire. C)

Sting biel-throws Taylor (above) and gleeful- 
ly pounds away on Gilbert (below). He says 
he’ll take on Gilbert and Taylor by himself if 
he has to, but welcomes help from Douglas 
and others who hate the so-called “First 
Family of Wrestling.” 


Against a man like Luger, the com- 
bination of strength and scientific 
ability would be lethal. It would 
probably enable Sting to win one of 
the most coveted belts in wrestling. 
Right now, Sting is nothing better 
than the equal of Luger. Taylor, a 
much weaker man but an accom- 
plished scientific wrestler, has the 
ability to undress Sting.
